The MnnnftctureofPuWieOpinion. 


Tlie most discouraging feature in journal- 


ism at the present d»y, is the tendency of 
a few leading metropolitan journals to over- 
shadow and dwindle the local press in 
smaller places, It it one manner in which 
the cer,tra%ing influenct of the times—an 
influence justly regarded wilh apprehension 
by thinking men—displays itself. To the 
necessary advantages which the press of 
the great cities enjoys in collecting and 
disseminating th« latest newt, i» now added 
a disposition'in !beconie the mouth-pieces 
of popular-sentiment, not only upon great 
national questions but upon evry topic 
which excites interest in any pait of the 
lar.d, whatever the metropolitan editor's 
means of information or judgment. 


It is not in its mere working upon the 


personal interests of local editors and pub- 
lishers, that .we now wish to call attention 
to this subject, though frankly be it said 
that nothing,so discourages the latter in 
their efforts to make.their journals accept- 
able and raluable to their own communities, 
us this interference, and the feeling that too 
many of their own citiiens thoughtlessly 
lend themselves:to its purposes. 
A far 


graver evil than any personal injury is the 
destruction of all public spirit in smaller 
places, and the growing disposition to take 
their views of local matters from the one- 
sided and often corrupt articles furnished 
bv some anonymous scribbler to the for,- 
eign press. 
vention wnicn ' 


The evil is ouly increased by ths general 
the same place, 


fairness and good intentions of the journal 
which dres the mischief. When the New 
York Herald Has a letter from the country, 
maligning Mr. A. or praising Mr. B., the 
townsmen .of its favorite or victim, un- 
derstand pretty well how much it is worth 
and can generally give^ a shrewd guess as 
to the value received for the insertion o 
the article. But when papers of a higher 
standard of public morality suffer them 
selves to be used as the tools of private in- 
terests, the best intentioned men are lei 
into the snare. They do not stop to con- 
sider that the editor in New York knows 
little or nothing of the subject on which 
his correspondent writes: that the artful 
-perversion, the fly -innuendo, the glossing 
statement pass him undetected, and that if 
Harm ;, done, his ready excuse will always 


- be, that he only gave the views of his cor- 
respondent, or thnt he relied for his own 
on " good authority." 


We are led to this subject, by a letter in 


Monday's JV. 7. Tribune upon the Hazard 
and Ives case and things in general. In the 
honesty and good faith of that paper we 
have generally had far more confidence 
than we attach to most journals which dis- 
cuss subjects they canr.ot he expected fully 
to understand, and we regret to see this 
mania for dabbling in outside speculations 
grov, ing upon it. We had hoped that thi
